The acceleration was rapid, and our 
stopwatch timing (the fireman calling 
off the mllepoata) aoon showed that 
we were making eighty-three miles 
an hour. That six-mlle run by night 
was certainly the moat tbiilllDg ex 
perlence In hlgh-apecd travel of a life- 
time. To the wilter, who was not by 
any means a stranger to locomotive 
riding, the expeilerKe was simply 
terrific— Impossible of adequate dc- 
•criptlon to the traveler whose gage 
of graater speed Is the slightly in- 
creased swaying olm pallman car. 
The aenaatlona of such a ride atrike 
at every aveane to the emotions; car, 
eye and touch art violently aaaailad. 
For the car there U a clang and clash 
and roar, maklag a din ao lond that 
one has to shont Into the ear to be 
heard ; there la the concussion ol the 
moving parts of the engine, the jang- 
ling ol metal, tbe crashing impact ol

It la Old Glory that hat called 
every Commonwealth of the five and 
forty into being, and Old Glory la by 
all revered aa America's syiubol ol 
life and freedom, her pledge of eqnal- 
ity, her badge of brotherhood. The 
child learns to lova It from hla very 
cradle. Every day la for the Ameri- 
can patriot a Fourth of Jnly. The 
more closely each State clings to tbe 
National flag tbe more heartily It 
cherishes the lessons ol Its trials and 
trinmpha. the more heartily will It 
have reason to rejoice that It la a 
State oi the most noble Republic that 
baa ever blessed mankind. 

The gallant pioneers ol Kentncky 
cttricd the Stars and Stripca to vic- 
tory Into Canada, aad won by nneon- 
qnerable valor tor t^at cmblam ol re- 
generated hnmanity a Northwestern

"One doy while fishing In a Sullivan 
county brook I lay down In th* shade 
of a rnsple to ent my lunch and smoke 
a pipe- While thus tu uuletude I saw a 
blue boron drop down on the edge of 
the brook only a rod or two away. Aft- 
er a few minutes of statuee<)ue watch- 
ing the long legged bird darted Its 
head down Into the water, withdrew It 
with a large trout In Its bill and flew 
oway. 

"Not more than five minutes after 
the heron had disappeared a mink 
came swimming up the brook. In a 
pool nearly wllbln iny reach the mink 
dlvod. A moment later It appeared 
with a good lialf pound trout In its 
mouth. 

"Xhls exp«>rt fisher had scarcely gone 
Its way when a harsh voiced kingfisher 
sllgiitod on a dead limb overhanging 
the brook twenty yards from where I 
Iny. The blnl Was not long on the limb 
before down It went In the water and 
came up with a trout. I was trying to 
figure out whnt the probable dr.iln on 
tbe trout populatlou of the country 
might be from the Inroads of these 
wild marauders when a water snake 
came gliding up the stream carrying a 
trout In Its month that was big enough 
to talk alKHit. Then I thought It was 
lime for me to get to Oslilng again be- 
fore these exiwrt and perslateut wild 
fishers bad rubbed me of my chance 
for sport. 

"Herons, like snapping fnrtles, s»-lect 
the lurgr-wt trout for their prey. Thoy 
usually fish at the foot of some deep 
(Hml. Poised on one long, slender leg. 
llie heron, ns Iminovnlde as If It were 
carved from stone, waits patiently the 
passing of some lusty front from the 
rapid water tsikiw Into the puoL 

>rrbe wall Is s<4dom a long ono. Bud- 
[deuly the long neck ahoots out Ilk# an 
arrow, and the great bill Is buried for 
an Instant In tbe water. The atm la 
[rarely at fault, and when tbe bird’s 
head appears In sight again a large 
trout usually cornea up with It The 
boron rises Inxily from the creek, trail- 
ing Its spindling lega, and fllee home 
witli Its savory burden. 

"I.ate In the season, when trout begin 
to congregate where small spring runs 
empty Into the stream, tbe heron will 
be fuiind fishing there, as It aeoms to 
know well, as due# the klngflaber, all 
the hablta of tbe flab It lovee so well to 
food upon. One heron with a free scope 
on a front stream will likely take from 
It a thousand trout many of them 
lieuvy with spawn, during the time tide 
big bird Hshoe, which is from tbe time 
the Ice leaves tbe creeks In tbe spring 
until It forms on them again the fol- 
lowing winter. 

"The mink fishes all winter long as 
well na in the summer. In fact It la 
during Uie leeboynd period that It la 
most destmctlve to trout 

'The kiugflsbor Is not so eertaln In Its 
nlui as the heron, but one failure never 
diBcoumges this winged marauder. It 
wilt resume Its iierch on tbe dead limb 
—nil outlook It seems to prefer— settls 
down with Its watchman's ratUs cry 
and watch snd diva until tbe prlxs Is 
won, 

‘The kingfisher Is no stickler for sise 
In trout, but tries for tbe first that 
comes along. It Is a greedy fisher, or, 
rather, perhaps the family that It feeds 
has an insatlablo appetite, for tbe bird 
has been known to return ten times to 
tbe same place within an hour and 
carry away a trout every time. A 
catch which It makes in that length of 
tim* tbe best of anglers nowadays 
would consider something to boast of. 

"Water snakes, basking by tbe bnn- 
dreds along every trout stream, fish 
with so much tact and cunning that 
they number their prey by thousands 
from tbe time they come out of their 
bibemsting places, which la as soon os 
tbe weather begins to get warm, until 
the approach of winter drivea them 
buck Into their boles. 

‘There Is no knowing to bow great a 
degree the trout retaliate on the suakea 
for their worfarc, but that they do 
make reprisals la known to every an- 
gler, for many a big trout when 
dressed Is found to have from one to 
three young water snakes in his stom- 
ach. 

"It Is fortunate not only for the 
trout, bnt for all kinds of brook, pond 
and liver fishes, that tbe snapping tur- 
tle is of extremely slow growth and 
that tts eggs are themselves the prey 
of birds, snakes, muskrats and various 
predatory things, for It Is one of the 
deadliest foes to tbe finny tribe. Bulky 
and apparently clumsy as these for- 
midable creatnres are, they are so 
quick, wily and active when bunting a 
stream that no trout that a snapping 
turtle darts for ever esespea."— Chi- 
rngo Inter Ocean.
